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Strawberry 
Preserves - 
Yum Yum! 


That's what your family 
will be saying and no one 
will doubt the statement. 
Why? Well the berries have 
a pretty red color, they 
still have the shape of a 
strawberry, the syrup is 
just right, and they taste 
“Oh, so good,’” Just how 
did all. this.come- about‘ 
did all this come about? 
It wasn’t a happen-so, 

Well in the first place, 
select firm, red-ripe 
berries. These have she 
best flavor and texture as 
well as_ color, Berries 
which are soft - too - ripe 
- just don-t taste as good 
and will have a dull red 
color. 

As you wash the fruit 
you will want to sort out 
any which would not be 
good. It is better to lift 
the berries up and down in 
the water so as to agitate 
them; thereby removing 
more of the dirt and trash. 
You will find it better to 
remove the hull from the 
berry after it is washed, 
otherwise dirt may get in 
the cut fruit. 

Be sure to weigh the 
prepared fruit. One quart 
of berries measured by 
you may weigh differently 
than those measured by 
someone else, depending 
on how firm a pack you 
had, and the size and shape 
of the berries, To each 
pound of strawberries add 
one pound of sugar. 

Since strawberries are 
such a_ soft fruit, many 
people prefer to sprinkle 
the sugar over the berries 
and cover with a lid. Let 
these sit for about eight 
or so hours before they 
are cooked. Sugar has a 
tendency to ‘‘firm-up”’ the 
berry. 

When you start cooking 
the preserves, let simmer 


ent 

until the sugar is dissolved 
then boil rapidly until syrup 
is somewhat thick, Slow 
boiling causes the pre- 
serves to turn dark, The 
sugar caramelizes and, 
too, the frult turns 
darm when exposed to alr 
too long. So fast boiling 
is better. 

Skim to remove any 
foam, This detracts from 
the fruit, You can pour 
the hot preserves into hot 
sterilized canning jars at 
once. Leave about 1/2 inch 


headspace. Be sure to 
remove any air bubbles 


in the preserves. This can 
be done by sliding a knife 
down on the inside of each 
side of the jar. Wipe the 
jar mouth with a clean, 
damp cloth to be sure there 
is nothing on the jar mouth 
to keep it from sealing. 
Adjust the lid according 
to the manufacturer’s dir- 
ections. Process ina water 
bath canner at boiling tem- 
perature for ten minutes, 
This extra heating removes 
air from the jar, kills mold 
which might have gotten in 
the jar while it was being 
filled, and makes for a 
better seal. 

Some people prefer to 
let the cooked preserves 
sit overnight to ‘‘plumpup.’’ 
The next day fill warm 
sterilized canning jars with 
the cold preserves, remove 
any air bubbles and wipe 
the jar mouth, Adjust the 
lid. Place in water bath 
and when water comes to a 
boil, let it boil for 25 
minutes. Remove the jar 
and let it cool, 

Strawberry preserves 
change color very easily, 
so be sure to store it in 
a dark place. Cool and dry 
are two other character- 
istics with are ideal for 


storage of this delicious 
preserve.

Some time after he has 

registered, each man will 
receive a questionnaire 
from his local board, 
State Director Ralph W. 
Adams explained today. 

“The answers. given 
provide the basic informa- 
tion which the local board 
will use to decide whether 
a man should be deferred 
or exempt, or whether he 
should be considered as 
available for induction for 
two years of service,’’ 
Adams said. 

The local board also 
considers information from 
other sources such as em- 
ployers, dependents, gov- 
ernment agencies and other 
legitimate sources. But 
fundamentally, the law im- 
poses on the registrant the 
responsibility for keeping 
the local board informed 
of anything in her personal 
situation which might affect 
his classification, 

Every classification 
must be made on the basis 
of individual status. There 
are no group classifi- 
cations, he pointed out. 

No classification is per- 
manent, and insomecases, 
expiration dates are set. 
A man classified as avail- 
able for service may find 
his individual situation so 
changed that the local board 
may defer him. And a man 
who is deferred or exempt 
may not remain in that 
class after the conditions 
on which the exemption or 
deferment is based cease 
to exist. 

Cononel Adams said, 
“The classification as- 
signed by the local board 
determines, basicallt, 
whether a man will enter 
service in his turn or re- 
main temporarily in civi- 
lian life, The local boards 
are made up of unpaid, 
volunteer citizens of the 
community, They may not 
be members of the mili- 
tary service, 

The local board may 
require a registrant to ap~ 
pear before it and has the 
authority to subpoena wit- 
nesses, Every registrant 
ia required to submittothe 
board any information re- 


queated of him.

Mountain State Park, near 
Guntersville, estimated 
their weekly attendance at 
more than 10,000, This 
figure included about 70C 
tent and trailer campers. 
More than 8,000 visitors 
were reported this week at 
Gulf State Park near Bald- 
win County’s Gulf Coast. 

Monte Sano State Park 
at Huntsville drew about 
6,000 sightseers and over 
5,000 people visited 
Chewacla State Park near 
Auburn, Kelley said the 
large swimming pool at 
Chewacla opened two weeks 
ago.

The Wallace Adminis- 
tration has introduced leg- 
islation designed to carry 
out a campaign promise 
to abolish agents. The bills 
will impose a 3 per cent 
privilege license tax on 
liquor and wine firms which 
sell their products in Ala- 
bama, 

The second bill will pro- 
hibit the employment of 
liquor agents in the state, 

This bill will make it 
a misdemeanor for any 
company doing business 
with the Alabama Alcoholic 
Control Roard to hire a 
person to promote the sale 
of products in the State of 
Alahama . 

Penalties carry terms 
up to 6 months in jail 
and fines up to $500, 

These measures will 
produce an estimated $1 
million per year in tax 
monies. This will be ear- 
marked with 75 per cent 
going intothe old-age bene- 
fit program and the re~ 
maining 25 per cent to be 
used in a student scholar- 
ship fund to be established 
by the legislature, 

The 3 per cent tax will
